The art work shall
have a value that equals or exceeds one percent of the total project valuation.

Guidelines for the approval and maintenance of art in public places shall include, but are not limited to, the following

criteria:

A. The art works shall be clearly visible and easily accessible to the public

B. The application shall include a site plan showing the location of the art work, complete with landscaping, lighting
and other accessories to complement and protect the art work

C. The composition of the art work shall be of permanent type materials in order to be durable against vandalism,
theft and weather, and in order to require a low level of maintenance

D. The art work shall be related in terms of scale, material, form and content to immediate and adjacent buildings
and landscaping so that it complements the site and surrounding environment

E. The art work shall be designed and constructed by persons experienced in the production of such art work and
recognized by critics and by his or her peers as one who produces works of art

F. The art work shall be a permanent, fixed asset to the property
